JOBS TO GO IN 
RESTRUCTURE 


CAR giant Ford has announced a major restruc¬ 
turing of its European operations that will result 
in hundreds of job losses at its centre in 
Dagenham. 

The stamping and tooling operations in 
Dagenham, which employ around 750 people, will 
close next year along with the vehicle assembly 
plant in Southampton, which builds the current 
Transit model. Ford says the move - along with 
others across Europe including the ending of pro¬ 
duction at its major facility in Genk, Belgium - will 
save between $450-$500million (£280-310m). 

The firm says Ford Europe is facing projected 
losses of £1.5billion for 2012 with a 20 per cent 
drop in total industry vehicle demand in Western 
Europe since 2007 and sales at a 20-year low. 

Alan Mulally, Ford president and CEO, said: 
“Using the same One Ford plan that led to strong 
profitability in North America, we will address 
the crisis in Europe with a laser focus on new 
products, a stronger brand and increased cost 
efficiency.’ 

Ford has announced plans to invest in a new 
high-tech diesel engine range at Dagenham, while 
a new engine will be designed and developed at 
Dunton Technical Centre, which employs 3,500 
people. 

The changes in the UK will affect 1,400 Ford 
staff members, with 1,100 losing their jobs. 

“We recognise the impact our actions will have 
on many employees and their families and we will 
work together with all stakeholders during the 
necessary transformation of our business,” Mr 
Mulally added. 

However, union Unite has accused Ford of a 
‘betrayal of its loyal workforce’ and has vowed to 
fight the closures, which it feels will have far- 


reaching consequences beyond Ford. 

“This announcement has been handled dis¬ 
gracefully,” said general secretary Len 
McCluskey. “Only a few months ago Ford was 
promising staff a new Transit model for 
Southampton in 2014. The planned closures will 
really hurt the local economies and the supply 
chain will be badly hit - up to 10,000 jobs could 
be at risk.” 

The news came as the Government announced 
the UK was pulling out of recession and Mr 
McCluskey has called on the Government to do 
its bit to save the jobs under threat. 

“[The Transit] has a future in the UK if this gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to fight for real jobs and per¬ 
suade Ford to keep manufacturing vehicles in the 
UK,” he said. “It’s now time for Vincent Cable 
[Business Secretary] to put his words into action 
and intervene for the sake of British manufactur¬ 
ing and skilled jobs.” 

That view was echoed by Councillor Liam Smith, 
leader of Barking and Dagenham Council. He said: 
“I would like to call on the management of Ford 
and the Coalition Government to seriously consid¬ 
er the impact this decision will have on a borough 
like Barking and Dagenham where Ford is one of 
the major employees and has been since 1931.” 

Jon Cruddas, MP for Dagenham and Rainham, 
said: “We had been fighting to secure more 
investment and jobs through getting the new pan¬ 
ther engine and were blindsided by the closure of 
the stamping and toolroom facilities. 

“On the one hand I am very disappointed about 
the announcement of the closures and on the 
other am relieved about the engine investment. It 
is overall a bad day for manufacturing in the UK 
and here in Dagenham “

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Council is hoping to 
end pothole problem 


BARKING and Dagenham Council 
has launched a campaign to rid the 
borough of back-street pot holes. 

Save Our Streets aims to convince 
the government to invest more 
money in local highway mainte¬ 
nance. The council will argue that 
spending money on reactive works - 
filling in pot holes once they happen 
- costs more in the long run than 
relaying roads before serious pot 
holes appear. 

A National Audit Office report on 
local transport, published last week, 
warns that reduced funding for local 
authorities risks worsening highway 
quality. The report points out the 
huge burdens placed upon local 
councils to invest in local transport, 
including highways. 

Last month Barking and 
Dagenham announced a £6million 
programme of road re-surfacing cov¬ 
ering 59 streets across the borough. 
This two-year programme comes on 
the back of a £22m Highways 
Improvement Programme, which re¬ 
surfaced streets in nine different 
areas up to 2011. 

However, the authority says the 
reality is that these programmes have 
only scratched the surface. 

Councillor Mick McCarthy, cabi¬ 
net member for environment, said: 
“Our residents pay plenty of money 
out in road tax each year, and it’s 
about time they saw some of that 
cash being spent on improving their 
local streets. 

“It might seem like wishful think¬ 


ing to be asking for more money 
during a time of government cut 
backs, but we feel that more revenue 
from road tax should be invested in 
our local roads. We also argue that it 
is more cost effective to invest in 
planned works rather than reactive 
maintenance, which is expensive 
and has to be re-done quickly. 

“Some recent harsh winters have 
also led to a severe deterioration in 
road surfaces. There was some extra 
cash from government to cover this, 
but it wasn’t enough. 

“In the coming weeks we’ll be 
making more suggestions as to how 
road maintenance could be made 
easier for local councils, and we’ll 
be letting residents know how they 
can back Save Our Streets in 
Barking and Dagenham.” 

Many of Barking and Dagenham’s 
streets were built around the same 
time, and are therefore deteriorating 
together - creating a maintenance 
time bomb. The borough also has 
relatively few roads maintained by 
Transport for London, creating more 
of a burden for the borough. 

“We are doing what we can with 
the resources available, and I was 
delighted to be able to announce a 
£6million programme, which will 
make real improvements to some of 
our worst roads,” added Mr 
McCarthy. “However, the reality is 
that there are many minor roads 
which we weren’t able to include, 
despite the fact that they need to be 
re-surfaced.”

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Man missing 25 years ago 
could be living in borough

POLICE believe a man who 
went missing in mysterious cir¬ 
cumstances nearly 25 years ago 
could now be living in Barking 
and Dagenham. 

Ian Andrew Bushell went 
missing in the winter of 1988 
when he was 21 years of age. 

He was living alone in a flat 
in Tilehurst Point, Tavy Bridge, 
Thamesmead. His father visit¬ 
ed Ian’s address only to find he 
was not there but all his posses¬ 
sions were still inside, in a 
scene like something from the 
Mary Celeste. 

At the time officers launched 
a national media appeal, but Ian 
was never found. His disap¬ 
pearance was a true enigma and 
the police missing person case 
file remains open to this day - 
one of Bexley’s most unusual 
and longest-running cases ever 
reported. 

Sadly, both of Ian’s parents 
have now passed away, but his 
sister has not given up hope of 
seeing her brother once again. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Gary Holmes said: “Earlier this 
year enquiries led my officers 
to a witness who had re-located 
to Barbados but told us Ian was 
seen alive and well in 2007 in 
Green Street, Upton Park. 

“This gave us the break¬ 
through we needed. As the case 
nears its 25th anniversary we 
are making a fresh appeal in the 
hope of tracing Ian and reunit¬ 
ing him with his sister.” 

Police believe Ian is now liv¬ 
ing in Barking and Dagenham 
or Newham and may be using 
the name Adrian. He is now 46 


years of age.

Couple scoop hospice’s 
first anniversary lottery 


THE first anniversary of Saint Francis Hospice’s 
lottery proved something to celebrate for a 
Dagenham couple.

Stuart Davis, 53, who lives in Wickford and 
works in Harold Wood, was the other winner. He 
has been playing the lottery since it began after 
responding to a mailing from the hospice 
announcing the launch.

Saint Francis Hospice launched its weekly lot¬ 
tery with an aim of raising £1 million for patient 
care in the first four years. As an independent 
charity which employs more than 150 nurses, 
doctors and specialist care staff the funds the lot¬ 
tery raises are vital to continue providing spe¬ 
cialist care, free of charge, to local people affect¬ 
ed by a life-limiting illness.

THREE men who fraudulently claimed almost 
£220,000 in VAT repayments by pretending to 
sell a Bloomsbury hotel they did not own, have 
been sentenced. 

Robin Reichelt, Stephen Nathan and John 
Gibbs claimed to have sold the hotel from one 
of their companies to another, but HM Revenue 
& Customs (HMRC) investigators uncovered 
false invoices and a fictitious credit note used 
to fake the VAT repayment claim. 

In 2005 Nathan, 63, of The Manor, Regents 
Drive, Chigwell, raised an invoice from his 
company Pure Energy & Power PLC for the 
sale of a lease on a hotel in Bloomsbury, 
London, that it did not own. This fraudulent 
invoice included VAT. 

Reichelt, 60, of High Beech Road, Loughton, 
and 62-year-old Gibbs, from Maidstone, Kent, 
falsely claimed to have bought the hotel 
through their company A2Z Properties Ltd, and 
then proceeded to claim back the £218,750 
VAT from the fictitious transaction. 

Shortly after Pure Energy & Power PLC went 
into liquidation and A2Z Properties Ltd ceased 
trading. 

All three men were charged in January 2010 
with conspiracy to cheat the Public Revenue. 
Nathan and Reichelt were found guilty on July 


7, 2011 at Southampton Crown Court. Nathan 
was sentenced to four years and five months in 
prison and disqualified from acting as a direc¬ 
tor for 15 years. 

Reichelt was sentenced to three years and 
nine months in jail and disqualified from being 
a director for 10 years. 

The jury could not agree a verdict on Gibbs 
at the original trial but before his re-trial he 
admitted his guilt and was sentenced last 
Friday to a one-year suspended jail sentence. 
He was also given a six-month supervision 
order, 200 hours community service and dis¬ 
qualified from becoming a director for 10 
years. 

Reporting restrictions had been in place pre¬ 
venting the publications of any of the defen¬ 
dants’ details until last Friday’s sentencing. 

John Cooper, assistant director of Criminal 
investigation at HMRC, said: “This was a 
sophisticated and blatant fraud committed by 
three criminals who tried to beat the system but 
were caught. 

“Frauds of this nature mean that our investi¬ 
gations are increasingly complex, but we are 
committed to pursuing those responsible so 
that they can be prosecuted and the money 
stolen from the British taxpayer recovered.” 


Man dies in knife attack 


ONE man has died and two others suffered 
injuries following a knife attack in Walthamstow 
on Sunday night. 

Police were called to a property in Queens 
Road at around 9.25pm following reports of a 
disturbance. Officers and ambulance crews 
arrived to find the three suffering from knife 
wounds. 

A 46-year-old man died at the scene and a 
post-mortem carried out on Tuesday afternoon 
gave the cause of death as a stab wound. He has 
not yet been named. 

A 25-year-old woman and a 39-year-old man 
are both in a stable condition in hospital. The 


man has also been arrested on suspicion of mur¬ 
der, but no charges had been brought at the time 
of going to press. 

Detectives from the Homicide and Serious 
Crime Command are investigating under 
Detective Chief Inspector Tim Duffield, and an 
incident room has been opened at Hendon. 

Ch Insp Duffield said: “I would urge anyone 
that was in the vicinity of Queens Road at 
around 9.20pm on October 28 to contact us. Your 
calls will be treated in the strictest confidence.”

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Football banning orders following racist chants 


TWO men have been given three-year football 
banning orders after directing racist chants 
towards a group of schoolboys during an anti¬ 
racism event. 

Four people were arrested following the inci¬ 
dent at Dagenham & Redbridge FC’s Daggers 
Against Racism match in March. Between 25 and 
30 youths were seen and heard to be chanting 
racist slogans towards children as young as eight. 

Instead of disrupting the match to make arrests, 
the ringleaders were quietly ejected from the sta¬ 
dium by police officers and club security. The 
main suspects were later identified and arrested 
when the club’s CCTV of the incident was 
viewed. 

Two boys - aged 16 and 17 - pleaded guilty to 


racially aggravated public order offences in late 
July and were given four-month referral orders 
and three-year football banning orders. 

Two others pleaded not guilty. 

At Romford Magistrates Court on October 16, 
18-year-old Lee Bates, of Seymer Road, 
Romford, changed his plea to ‘guilty’ for a 
Section 5 Public Order Act offence and was sen¬ 
tenced to a three-year football banning order, 
£135 fine and ordered to pay £115 in court costs. 

Keith Meredith, 18, of Holgate Road, 
Dagenham, was found guilty of a Section 5 
Public Order Act offence and was sentenced to a 
three-year Football Banning Order, £100 fine and 
ordered to pay £315 in court costs. 

In addition to these sentences, a further 11 peo¬ 


ple received varying bans direct from Dagenham 
and Redbridge FC. 

Stephen Thompson, managing director for the 
club said: “The club works tirelessly to create a 
fully inclusive atmosphere at our games and 
throughout the whole club and is particularly 
pleased at the co-operation it received from our 
stewards, the Metropolitan Police and the vast 
majority of our supporters.”
